ARE UNHARMED 


Balloon America Landed In 


Sierra Madre Mountains 


A HARROWING EXPERIENCE 


Great Racing Gasbag With Six Men 


Aboard Was.In Air Less Than Two 


Hours, 
but 
Descended 
In 
Spot 


Which 
Compelled 
Occupants 
to 


Wander Aimlessly About In Search 


of Shelter—Caught In Snowstorm 


Los Angeles, Gal., March 24.—Af- 


ter one of the inaet harrowing experi- 
ences in the history of ballooning. 
Captain Mueller and five companions, 
»'ho ascended in the racing- balloon 
America at Pasadena on Saturday, 
landed in the Sierra Madre mountains 
Saturday and 
arrived 
on 
foot 
at 


Bwitzer's camp on the slopes of Mt. 
Wilson unharmed Tuesday. 


Many searchers had been scouring 


the mountains for the aeronauts. The 
men passed through a series of hard- 
chips, the details of which have not 
leached Los Angeles. 


The balloon -was in the air less than 


two hours. 
It was carried 
by 
the 


strong north wind over the mile high 
summit of Mt. Lowe, and swept on 
across the 
intervening 
peaks and 


canyons to the lofty summit of Mt. 
Gabriel. 
f 


Their ballast was thrown out and 


the balloon soared 
away 
towards 


Strawberry peak in the third range1. 
Crossing this at a low altitude the 
balloon encountered a strong current 
of cold air, which brought it rapidly 
to earth. 


A successful landing was 
effected 


on the north side of Strawberry peak, 
in what is known as Little Tejugga 
canon, about 5 o'clock Saturday af- 
ternoon. 
The distance covered was 


less than fifteen miles 
In a 
direct 


line, but by any possible foot route it 
was many times that distance. 


The aeronauts wandered aimlessly 


over the mountains until 1:30 Sunday 
afternoon, when they unexpectedly 
came to Colby's ranch, an Isolated 
habitation far from any 
road 
and 


without communication with the out- 
side world. 


In the meantime, a terrific snow- 


storm had swept over the mountains 
and for hours the 
men 
suffered of 


cold .- 


At the 'ranch the party remained 


until Monday afternoon, 
when 
the 


Btorm 
ceased. 
They 
Immediately 


took up the snow-choked trail across 
the mountains toward Pasadena. The 
party traveled through Monday night 
and until Tuesday afternoon, when 
tiey reached Switzer's camp.

sted, Sydney Gray, Harold Parker 
and Edward Dodschutz, all residents 
of Passadana.

Got 354 Miles Nearer Than 


"Discovery" Expedition 


ARDUOUS SLEDGE JOURNEY 


Had Snow-Traveling Automobile and 


Substituted 
Ponies 
For 
Dogs— 


Reached Point Within 111 Miles of 


South Pole—Eight Mountain Ranges 


and More Than 100 Mountains, New 


Coasts and Coa-t Are Discovered 


London,

24.—Lieutenant 


Ernest H. Shackleton of the British 
navy, who left his permanent quarters 
last autumn for a dash to the pole, 
has succeeded, 
after 
an 
arduous 


sledge journey of 170S miles, which 
occupied 126 days, In reaching with- 
in m miles of the South Pole, or 354 
miles nearer than, the distance at- 
tained by the "Discovery" expedition, 
of which he was an officer. 


As the expedition to the south was 


undertaken rather for the purpose of 
geographical survey than with the Idea 
of reaching tha pole itself, iL may he 
said to have (succeeded beyond the 
most sanguine expectations. 


Profiting by former experiences in 


the Antarctic regions, when all the 
dogs succumbed to the strain and 
rigors of 
the 
climate, 
Shucklelon 


made some departures from the \isunl 
preparations 1'or a journey across the 
snow and ice. 
He tool; -with him n 


motor icar which could be converted 
into a sledge, and substituted ponies 
for dogs and light woolen clothes for 
heavy furs. 


The main 
expedition, 
of which 


Shackleton was In command, reached 
latitude SS.23, 
longitude 
1G2 east, 


while a second party pushed forward 
to the southern magnetic pole, reach- 
Ing latitude 72.25, longitude 1.54 east. 
The British flag was left flying at both 
points. 


The 
narrative 
of 
Shackletou's 


achievment shows that the expedi- 
tion endured the greatest trials and 
privations. 
The motor-car, which 


was useful in the preliminary expedi- 
tions, failed on the uneven surface 
of the barrier ice. 


Briefly summarized, the results of 


the expedition are that a point was 
reached within 111 miles of the South 
Pole. 
The magnetic pole was also 


reached. Eight mountain chains wen 
discovered and more than 100 moun- 
tains. 
Mount Erebus, 13,120 fact In 


altitude, was ascended by the party. 
New coasts and high mountains were 
located running west from Victoria 
laud, and coal measures wore discov 
ered in the Antarctic continent. The 
theory of tho existence of an area ol 
atmospheric calm :iround the South 
Pole was disproved. 


Lieutenant Shackleford roporls that 


the South Polo Is doubtless situated 
on a pleateau 10,000 to ll.OOU fee!, 
above the sea level. The new moun- 
tains' altitude range from 3000 to 12,- 
000 feet approximately. 
The violent 


blizzards in lattitude SS degrees show 
that if the so-called "polar calm" ex- 
ists it must be small in area or not 
coincident with the geographical pole.

''The New York Anti-vivisection so- 


ciety does not like the Davis-Lee bill, 
for which we are sponsors, because, in 
ihe opinion of tbe out and out antl- 
viviseetionists. it is not 
sufficiently 


radical. 
The doctors, on the other 


hand, oppose our bill because It is too 
radical, a situation that strongly sug- 
gests that the Davis-Lee measure rep- 
resents a reasonable compromise be- 
tween extremists." 


A new development of the campaign 


actively waged by a committee of New- 
York physicians especially interested 
in vivisection against any 
and 
nil 


measures to lessen the abuses of the 
practice is the widespread circulation 
of literature iu which it is claimed, 
for example, that animals do not suffer 
paiu from the same causes and in the 
same ways that affect human beings. 
Xor, it is claimed, do yelps and writh- 
ings by an animal under experimenta- 
tion necessarily mean that it Is suffer- 
ing. 


Going a step further, one vivlsection- 


ist has written an elaborate 'article in 
which he asserts that the opposition to 
vivisection is a manifestation of n 
mojiia which iu its milder forms is 
seen in tho extreme affection of the 
afflicted ones for horses, dogs and cats. 


All of which. It is pointed out, goes 


to show that perhaps the vivisection- 
ists from the nature of their calling 
are not the best'judges of what suffer- 
ing is nor of the means necessary to 
prevent needless cruelty.

Things as Wpll as Pecple. 


Laymen are learning that the courts 


now bold that things as well as people 
have reputations, that these reputa- 
tions are property and that equity 
courts will promptly enjoin attempts 
to take away this property right either 
by imitation or false representation. 


The extent of the protection which 


the law affords against unscrupulous 
competitors is not generally realized. 
This is partly due to the fact that 
there has been no book in which the 
subject was brought up to date in the 
light of recent decisions of the courts. 
On this subject Harry D. Xlms of the 
Xcw York bar has now written a vol- 
ume under the title "The Law of Un- 
fair Business Competition." 


This volume discusses the methods 


of enjoining, without the delays inci- 
dent to damage suits, unfair use of the 
names of goods and persoas, misuse 
of trade secrets, the imitation of man- 
ufactured articles, utterance of false 
statements us to credit and quality of 
goods, fraudulent and unfair interfer- 
ence with contracts and business qt 
others by threats of prosecution and 
false representation.

and one on the remedies and relief 
which mnv be secured.

WATERPROOFING MATCHES. 


Simple Method That May Be of Use 


to Campers. 


Perhaps some of your readers would 


be interested to know that J have 
found a simple, inexpensive way to 
waterproof matches. 


Into some melted parafiln (care be- 


ing taken that it was as cool as jjos- 
sible) 1 dipped a few ordinary par- 
lor matches. After withdrawing them 
and allowing them to cool it was 
found that they scratched almost as 
easily as before being coated with the 
'wax. Several were held under water 
for six or seven hours and all of them 
lighted as easily as before immersion. 
When the match is scratched 
the 


paralfiue is first rubbed off and Lhe 
match iights in the usual way. 


Matches treated as above would be 


very useful on camping or canoeing 
trips, as they do not absorb moisture. 
Since more rubbing is required to 
light them than the ordinary match, 
it would be practically impossible 10 
set them on fire by accidental drop- 
ping.—Scientific American.

French "Tommies" and Their Bread. 


The little loaves of bread supplied 


to the French soldier have I'roui time 
immemorial been known by the name 
of "boules de son" 
(literally "bran 


balls"). 
Their origin dates back to 


the First Republic. 
In the .Middle 


Ages'the French "Tommy Atkins" re- 
ceived no rations, and had to depend 
on what he could get from the eue- 
my. At a later date a commissariat 
department was created, and the sol- 
dier was allowed two loaves, of twelve 
ounces, per diem. In 1790 the troops 
received, free rations of bread without 
any deduction from their pay. 
This 


bread contained a little flour, but bran 
predominated—hence the name, "bran 
balls." In 1870 'it was decided to sup- 
ply bread made of flour only, but the' 
loaves continued 10 retain their old 
~arue. 
Now the "boule de son" i* 


about to disappear absolutely, and the 
"braves "s'tilflats" will'henceforth have 
bread lig-hter and more nourishing 
than hitherto. '•

The meadow-lark Is the next 
most numerous. The English sparrows 
were fou:id to decrease In numbeE 
from north to south. On the contrary, 
the native birds Increased.
